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Continuation of 1 1 : Applicant argues that prior art of record fails to teach storing incoming data in a 
"second type of buffer" in system memory when a first type of buffer in system memory is not available. 

With respect to above argument, Examiner disagrees. As currently presented with respect to above 
argument, independent claims simply require storing incoming data in "legacy buffer" when "user buffer" 
is not available (i.e. either full or not available). No portion of the independent claims strictly defines each 
buffer to be of certain type or characteristics as the Applicant argues it does in the submitted remarks. 
Essentially the broadest reasonable interpretation of the Examiner is that labeling each buffer as "user 
buffer" and "legacy buffer" is effectively identical to labeling each buffer as "Buffer A" and "Buffer B" since 
the claims do not define or differentiate characteristic requirements of each buffer type. 

Therefore, since prior art of record does teach storing incoming data into the next available buffer 
(i.e. if "Buffer A" is not available of full, move the incoming data to "Buffer B"), it is the position of the 
Examiner that prior art still reads on the claimed invention. 
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
